GB-03/22606.5 filed 26 September 2003, 



For the sake of clarity, it Should be noted that, in the above specification, the one-way valve into 
the window glass to vent the window to the outside environment can be done from either side ot 
the window, in the case where the valve Is Inserted from the Inside of the building, it will of course 
be necessary to drill an access hole through the inner pane of glass to provide access to the 
outer pane. There are also situations Involving triple pane glass where 1he access hole will have 
to be drilled through the first two panes. Once the process of cleaning and draining the window 
has been completed and the one-way valve(s) applied to the outer pane, a seal Is applied to the 
inner pane to reseal the window cavity. 

it should also be noted that the one-way valves outlined in the patent application can be oriented 
to vent from the window cavity to the exterior of the building or from the exterior of the building 
Into the window cavfty. In practice, both orientations can be found applied to 1he same window 
and a single valve assembly may contain both orientations within the same housing. 

It should also be noted that In place Of a mesh or screen to keep insects and large particles from 
entering the window cavity through the one-way valve, it is also acceptable to use another 



method. 
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
